Charles I!., after his restoration, appears, 
according to custom, to have neglected his 
most faithfal adherent, Lord St. Albans, 
who, nevertheless was a frequenter of the 
court. One day, when a gentleman had re- 
quested an interview of his majesty, to ask 
for a valuable office then vacant, the king, in 
jest, desired the Earl of St. Albans to perso- 
nate him, which he did before ‘the whole 
court ; hut, after hearing the stranger's pe- 
titiow with an air of dignified authority, he 
said that the office was, by no means, too 
great forso deserving’ subject. “Bat,” added 
the Earl, gravely, “I have already confer. 
red it on my faithful adherent, Lord St. Al- 
bans, who constantly followed my father’s 
fortunes and my own, having never before 
received any reward.” 

The king was so amused by this ready 
jest that he instantly confirmed the gift to 
his cleaver representative. 

Bat we have yet a cooler thing (though of 
somewhat different character) than either of 
the preceding to bring forward, and which, 
if true, is really one of the strangest inci- 
dents that could happen in a man’s experi- 
euce: | 

Barthe, a writer of French comedies, hear- 
ing that his intimate friend, Colardeau, was 
on the point of death, instantly hastened to 
the sick man’s chamber, and finding him stil! 
in a condition to listen, addressed him thus: 

“ My dear friend, I am in despair at seeing 
you in this extremity, but I have still one 
favor to ask of you; itis that you will hear 
me read my ‘ Homme Personnel.’ ” 

“ Consider,” replied the dying man, “ that 
I have only a few hours to live.” 

“ Alas ! yes: and this is the very reason 
that makes me so desirous of knowing what 
you think of my play.” 

His unhappy friend heard“him to the end 
without saying a word, and then, in a faint 
voice, observed, that there was yet one strik- 
ing feature wanted to complete the charac- 
ter which he had been designing. 

“ You must make him,’’ said he “ force a 
friend who is dyiag to listen to a comedy in 
five acts.” 

Our cullector has treasured up two or 
three tolerable anecdotes of that artfullest of 
“ dodyers,” Talleyrand, which, though not 
new to everybody, are like to have a novel. 
ty to sonie, and therefore may bear quoting. 

After the Pope had excommunicated him, 
he. ig reported to have written to a friend, 
suying : 

“Come and comfort me; come and sup 
with me? Every body is going to refuse me 
fire and water; we shall, therefore, have 
nothing this evening Lut iced meats, and drink 
nothing but wine.” 

When Louis XVIII.,. at the restoration, 
praised Talleyrand for his tulents and influ- 
ence, the latter modestly disclaimed the com 
pliment, but added, with an arch significance: 

“There is, however, some inexplicable 
thing about me which prevents any govern- 
ment from prospering that attempts to set 
me aside,” 

The next is exquisitely diplomatic. A 
banker, anxious about the rise and fall of 
stocks, came once to Talleyrand, for infor- 
mation respecting the truth of a rumor that 
George III. had suddenly died, when the 
statesman replied, in a confidential tone : 

‘I shall be delighted if the Peon [ 
have to give he of any use to you.’

“ Some say the King of England is dead ; 
others that he is not dead; for my. own part,

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MAKE A BARGAIN BEFOREHAND.

in other words save your pennies, by always 
making your bargains beforehand— Boston 
Olive Branch.

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BORROWED SERMONS. 


——_—— 


Some twenty years ago, there lived at 
Bristol, England, a very able and popular 
preacher, the Rev. William Thorpe. Com- 
manding in person and manner, with a voice 
blending the peal of the thunder with the 
softness of the zephyr, and with a pathos and 
unction, which, in his bestseasons, were al- 
most unrivalled, he was everywhere pepular. 
No man, when he brought out his powers, 
could make a better sermon; but he was 
naturally indolent, and having a most extra- 
ordinary memory, he never made a secret of 
the fact that not a few of his sermons were 
composed by others. The practice placed 
him, sometimes, in an awkward position, 
which, however, he occasionally turned to 
good account. His week-evening sermons 
were generally ex-tempore, and cost him but 
a half hour’s thought in his vestry, which he 
usually reached so long before the com- 
mencement of the service. One Wednesday 
evening, on his arrival at church, he found 
on the table some fifty copies of a printed 
sermon, sent by a poor neighboring minister 
for sale. ‘Thorpe sat down, read and admir- 
ed the sermon, and then went into the pul- 
pit and delivered it, His hearers were de- 
lighted, and went almost in crowds into the 
vestry to express their gratification. The 
worthy pastor, wishing perhaps to test the 
sincerity of these compliments, and no doubt 
desiring to benefit his neighboring brother’ 
said to his peopla, “ Oh yes, the sermon you 
have heard to-night, was a good sermon, a 
very good sermon; but do not thank me, for 
it is none of mine; there it lies printed on 
the table, pay your shillings and take home 
the copies, and so refresh your memories, 
and send a few loaves of bread to the fami- 
ly of its author.” We need not add, the 
sermons were all sold. 


When Mr Thorpe was settled in London 
before he removed to Bristol, he preached 
from memory the whole six volumes of Sau- 
rin’s sermons, on successive Sabbath even- 
ings. When he hai reached the end, the 
late Samuel Bagster, the Biblical publisher 
sent him a handsomely bound copy of Sau- 
rin, with a note, kindly hoping that his friend 
would accept a new copy of Saurin, as he 
thought the old copy must be worn out.— 
Thorpe most pleasantly accepted the pres- 
ent; and told Bagster that he hoped he.had 
greatly profited by the labors of the best 
preacher which France had ever produced. 

There lived in Thorpe’s day, and we hope 
yet lives, in a city, ten or twelve miles from 
Bristol, one of the most popular preachers of 
the day. He and Thorpe had been engaged 
to preach on occasion of the dedication of a 
new church, and travelled a great part of the 
journey on the day preceding together. On 
the way, Thorpe acknowledged that he had 
made no preparation for the service, and in- 
deed was not even provided witha text. For 
this his companion severely blamed him, little 
thinking of what the result was to be. Ar- 
rived at the end of their journey, they were 
put to sleep in a double-bedded room. In 
the night, J , who was at the time exceed- 
ingly careful of bis delivery, awoke, and sup- 
posing Thorpe to be asleep, he carefully re- 
peated aloud the sermon he had to deliver in 
the morning. ‘Thorpe lay and heard it, ad- 
mired it, and formed his plans respecting it. 
When they arose, he entreated J to ex- 
change services with him, chiefly pleading 
that he did not feel quite comfortable. in the 
idea of following the finished sermon that no 
doubt J—— would deliver in the morning, 
besides which, by far the largest congrega- 
tion would be in attendance in the evening. 
The bait took; J——, the unsuspecting 
J » gave up, and when he went to the 
church, it was to listen to his own sermon, 
prepared with so much care for the evening! 
And what added to his mortification, was 
that whenever Thorpe had delivered one of 
the finest passages, he would pause for a mo- 
ment to look into J——’s face to see how it 
took ! 

This was by no means the only sermon of 
J ’s that had been stolen from him; in- 
deed, we have heard him say, that in travel- 
ling he has sometimes gone into a strange 
church, and had an opportunity of listening 
to a stranger of another denomination, de- 
livering, and sometimes murdering one of his 
own printed sermons; and once introduced 
himself to one of these preaching thieves, to 
reprove him for the manner in which he had 
spoiled his sermon. 

On one occasion, a living minister heard 
J in London, where he delivered a 
plain, practical sermon, which could not well 
As 
the minister arrived at liis home very late in 
the week, and had not time to prepare two 
sermons for the Sabbath, he delivered in the 
evening, entirely from memory, substantial- 
ly the same sermon he had heard from 
J On going his round among his 
friends on the Monday morning, he found 
his people in a state of excitement such as 
he had never witnessed before. Every one 
contended that he had been personal, and ev- 
ry man contended that the preacher meant 
him. ‘The pastor got through for the time 
as quietly as he could, expecting how the 
matter would end. Ina few days his church 
met on their general business, and the pastor 


took an opportunity of stating the facts, and 
laid on the table a printed copy of the ser- 
mon as delivered by J— ,» “ reported for 
the Pulpit,” a London publication devoted to 
sermons. 

One fact more, and we will relieve the at- 
tention of the reader. It relates to J 
himself. One Lord’s day he was absent 
from his pulpit, which was occupied by a 
young man with whom he had recently be- 
come acquainted, and who had delivered a 
sermon which had greatly charmed him. In 
the evening of the day, the young supply de- 
livered a sermor he had before preached in 
the presence of their pastor. ‘The people 
did not conceal their dipleasure that he had 
stolen a sermon from their pastor, who had 
preached it to them, verbatim, only on the 
preceding Lord’s day evening. The young 
minister asserted his innocence, but no one 
believed. He did not feel himself at liberty 
to state the facts of the case, but determined 
not to leave the city till Mr. J return- 
ed, and some explanation could be given. On 
the following Lord’s day,he adverted in his pul- 
pit to the circumstance, of the same sermon, 
from the same pulpit, on two successive Sab- 
Lath evenings, and added very signifficantly, 
“itis quite true there was stealing in the 
case; but my friend did not steal it from me, 
but I stole it from him. I heard him/preach 
it—it did me good--I thought it exactly a- 
dapted for you, and so I preached it--my 
brother thcught that you needed it, and gave 
it to you again. If blame rests anywhere, 
it is with your pastor, and not with yous vis- 
itor.” — Watchman & Reflector. 
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STARTING IN THE WORLD. 


What a scratching and pushing there is 
by thousands in the world, to lay up money. 
And the principal excuse offered is, the wish 


’! to give their children a fair start in life. But 


this is all nonsense. Just asif a young man, 
properly instructed and taught to depend on 
himself, cannot get fairly started without the 
treasures hoarded by his father. The most 
wealthy, as well as tie most respectable men 
of all ages, at least a large portion of them, 
made their way from nothing to affluence 
and influence, by their own personal exer- 
tions ; while thousands who had a fortune 


provided to their hands, having been born, 


with a silver spoon in their mouths, and en- 
tirely unaccustomed to labor or to know the 
value of money, have squandered away ina 
short time the large property which their 
farther had toiled hard to lay up for them. 

Some few men who were born of wealthy 
parents, have been prudent and sustained a 
good character. But a large portion have 
turned out anything but what was really de- 
sirable. If many a dead father who depriv- 
ed himself of even the comforts of life, “to 
give his son a start in the world,” could now 
see how that son is “starting”—how he 
makes the hard earned dollars fly, he would 
be one of the first among “the spiritual rap- 
pers,” to give that son a little wholesome ad- 
vice. 

But among us may be found thousands of 
citizens who hold the very first rank in so- 
ciety, who commenced without a cent to 
grease their wig.

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BATTLE OF THE PYRAMIDS. 


Cairo is on the eastern bank of the Nile. 
Mourad Bey had there assembted the great- 
er part of his Mamelukes, nearly ten- thou- 
sand in number, for a decisive battle. These 
proud and powerful horsemen were sapport- 
ed by twenty thousand foot soldiers, strong- 
ly entrenched, Napoleon was marching a- 
long the Western shore.

The ardor of the soldiers was roused to the 
highest pitch. > 

Animated by the clangor of the martial 
hands, and the gleam of flaunting. banners, 
they advanced, with impetuous steps to meet 
their foes. The whole plaiu before them, at 
the base of the pyramids, was filled with 
armed men. ‘The glittering weapons of ten 
thousand horsemen, in the utmost splendor 
of barbaric chivalry—brilliant plames—the 
arms of burnished steel and gold, presented 
an array equally imposing. Undismayed, the 
French troops, marshalled into five invinei- 
ble squares, marched on. There was appa- 
rently no alternative. 

Napoleon must march upon these en- 
trenchments, behind which twenty-four thou- 
sand men were stationed, with their artillery 
and musketry, to sweep his ranks; and a 
formidable body of horsemen, on fleet and 
powerful Arabian steeds, awaiting the onset 
and ready to seize upon the slightest indica- 
tion of confusion, to plunge with all the fury 
which fatalism can inspire upon his bleeding 
and mangled squares. It must have been a 
moment of intense anxiety. Bat as Napole- 
on sat upon his horse, in the center of one 
of the ‘squares, and carefully examined with 
his telescope the disposition of the enemy, 
no one could discern the slightest trace of 
uneasiness. His grave gaze was long and 
intense. 

_ The keenness of his scrutiny detected that 
the guns of the enemy were not mounted 
upon carriages, and they could not therefore 
be turned from the direction in which they 
were placed. No other officer, though 
many of them had equaily good glasses, 
made this important discuvery.

Tennessce Valley Rail Road. 

Our correspondent, ‘* Old Chester,” whose 
communication appears in another column, in- 
vites the attention of our people to the project- 
ed Tennessee Valley Rail Road. This enter- 
prise has been under consideration for some 
time, and we have hithorto refrained from ad- 
verting to it only from the want of reliable in- 
formation as to the practicability of its construc- 
tion. We have, however, recently met, with 
the address of the Committee appointed at a 
meeting of the Stockholders of the East Ten- 
nessee and Virginia Rail Road, held at lones- 
boro’, on the 7th April last, in which the im- 
portance of a connection with our Rail Road 
at Charlotte is very ably argued. 

The Committee urge that this Ronte presents 
very decided advantages over the Rabun Gap 
Route, not the least of which are that the Rond 
will be much shorter and more easy of construc- 
tion. The matter is certainly worthy the at- 
tention of our people, and to the Stockholders of 
the Charlotte and S.C. Company it presents 
itself to our mind as of very great importance. 

We append the following extract from the 
Address referred to : 

“There is another and a stronger reason, 
why the people of South Carolina should favor 
the line we propose in preference to the Rabun 
Gap, which is worthy of their maturo delibera- 
tion. It must be borne in mind that the Ander- 
son branch of the South Carolina Road from 
which it is proposed to extend the connexion 
by the Rabun Wap, passes by the way of Ab- 
beville which is’ only 60 miles from Augusta, 
the terminus of the Georgian Rail Road, and 
within 40 miles of the town of Washington, Ga. 
to which a branch of the Georgia road has been’ 
extended. It is not to be supposed that the 
State of Georgia in her- gigantic strides after 
commerce would not reach forth her iron arms 
and seize a portion of the trade pouring through 
this channel and bear it by the Wainsborough 
and Augusta Braneh road and Central road to 
her favorite city, Savannah, which it is her 
avowed policy of building up as the Rival of 
Charleston. It is true South Carolina could 
prevent the connexion being made with her 
improvements, within HER territory, but in ex- 
tending the road from Anderson C. H. it passes 
through a portion of Georgia and the right of 
way has been granted and South Carolina 
could not well refuse to extend the same privi- 
lege to Georgia. But suppose it was denied; 
the latter could extend the Washington branch 
of the Georgia Rait Road and connect with the 
Rabun Gap road within her own territory, at a 
distance between sixty and seventy miles—by 
either of which branches or the Savannah river 
it would be nearer and more direct to Savannah 
than Charleston by the Newberry and Colum- 
bia line. Seeing that Georgia will at least di- 
vide the trade with the marts vf North and South 
Carolina, if the communication with the Ten- 
nessee valley be made by the Rabun Cap, whilst 
by the more Eastern route the former will be de- 

rived of any purticipation except through 
Charleston or Wilmington, the preference should 
certainly be given to the Charlotte line, especial- 
ly when it is known this connecting link would 
be shorter and could be made ata much less 
cost. The distance from Charlotte, N.C., to 
the nearest point on the East Tennessee and Vir- 
ginia Road,could not be more than 140 miles, 
100 of which would be in N. Carolina and 40 
within the limits of Tennessee, and would not 
in the whole exceed a cost cf $2.000,000. Sup- 
sing the cost of 100 miles in North Carolina 
including Tunnel at Bluc Ridge, te be $15,000 
per mile, under the liberal policy of that State, 
it would only’ require a private subscription of 
$500,000. Putting down the cost of the 40 miles 
in Tennessee at $13,000 per mile, (which from 
the known eligibility of the line is considered 
ample,) the cost would run very little over 
$500,000 and under the recently adopted poli- 
cy of this State, furnishining $8,000 per mile 
for iron and equipments, would owy require 
about $200.000 to be made up by private exter- 
prise, in all only about $700,000, which divi- 
ded among the several States so deeply inter- 
ested, would bear very lightly upon any one. In 
view of the advantages accruing to Charlesten, 
Columbia and Wilmington from the opening of 
this channel of communication with the North 
and South-west, they could very well afford to 
raise the amount, if the investments. so far as 
dividends are concerned, should prove profitless. 
Yet no one fumiliar with the operations of Rail 
roads in the United States, would have any 
doubts as to the profits arising from such an in- 
vestment.”’

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Galtimoge Democratic Convention. 

We glean from the telegraphic despatches of: 
the Charleston and Columbia press, the fol- 
lowing summary of intelligence respecting the 
proceedings of the Democratic Convention : 

The deliberations closed on Saturday last, 
with the nomination, on the 49th ballot, of Gen. 
Franx.in-: J. Prerce, of New Hainpshire, for 
President, and Hon. Witurem R. Kine, of Ala- 
bama, for Vice President. 

The earlier ballotings presented the names of 
Cass and Bucwanan as the most prominent, with 
large votes in favor of Dove.as, BuTLeR and 
Marcy. Gen. Cass received the highest num- 
ber of votes in all the ballots bat six ; an the 
20th, 21st; and 22d, Bucnanan was the highest; 
on the 47th, Marcy; on the 48th, Dovetas; 
and on the 49th Pierce. On the 35th he re- 
ceived 131, being the largest number cast for 
either candidate until the last balloting. 

The name of Gen. PieRcE was not intro- 
duced until the last day, and on the 36th bal- 
lot, and his highest vote previous to the last was 
but small. On the 49th balloting. however, the 
Southern States turned to him in a body, follow- 
ed by Maryland, New York and Pennsylvania. 
This secured his nomination. The ballot stood 
thus: Pierce 283, Cass 2, Bucoanan 2, Mar- 
cy 1, Houston and Dickinson 9. 

The result was received by the democracy 
of the city with great rejoicing. Dispatches 
were received from Gen'ls. Cass, Houston and 
Butter, and also from Mr. Bucuanax and other 
candidates, approving the nomination of Gen. 
Pierce, and promising him their cordial support. 

The Hon. W. R. Kine was nominated for Vice 
President on the second ballot. 'The Democrat- 
ic Platform is the same as the old one, including 
the Compromise, and was adopted unanimously, 
The next Convention will meet in Cincinnati. 

Who is Gen. Pierce? Wecannot at present 
satisfactorily answer this oft-repeated inquiry. 
He will, we presume, soon be analyzed and lIaid 
before the public. Inthe mean time, the fol- 
lowing brief sketch of the man from the Caroli- 
nian, will suffice, until something more definite 
is had: 


“ Mr. Pierce belongs to the old school of poli- 
‘ ticians, of which Levi Woodbury was so dis- 
‘ tinguished a leader, and he inherits all his in- 
‘ flexible adherence tothe Constituion. During 
‘ the presidency of Mr. Van Buren, and for some 
‘ timo after, he served his State in the Senate 
‘of the United States. When the Mexican war 
‘ broke out, he received a commission from Mr. 
‘ Polk as a Brigadier General, and he served 
‘in the campaigns of Gen. Scott, from Vera 
* Cruz to the city of Mexico. 

“ We have not at hand the materials neces- 
‘sary todo justice to the pretensions of Mr. 
‘ Pierce to the eminent position for which he 
‘has been selected: by the Democracy, but will 
‘suy generally, that, in our judgment, no man 
‘ of more unimpeachable political integrity could 
‘ have been chosen for the high office of Presi- 
‘dent, whether success or reverse attends the

Examination at Bascomville Seminary,

of each other. What anoble rivalry may be 
cultivated. Not that rivalry based upon sordid 
meanness, which characterizes lew, bifoted, ig” 
norant minds, but an emulation to excel in do- 
ing good—in diffusing knowledge, expanding the 
mind and thereby qualifying the rising genera- 
tion for usefulness and true happiness, the great 
objects of life. ; 

I had the pleasure of witnessing an Exami- 
nation, recently, of the Bascomville Female 
Seminary, under the direction of Miss F. J. Bic- 
ELOW, assisted by Miss Satire E. WHEaRRy.— 
It was at the conclusion of the first session of 
that institution, and I regret that a deficiency of 
knowledge of such matters, and want of proper 
language prevent me from doing justice to the 
subject. The Examination continued for two 
days, commencing at 9 o’clock, a. m., and end- 
ing at 4 o'clock, P. m., with an hour's intermis- 
sion at noon. - 

The services of each day were commenced 
with reading from the Bible, and then the ex- 
amination of the Classes, interspersed with mu- 
sic on the Piano, and singing by the girls, with 
an occasional tune by the Cedar Shoal Brass 
Band, composed of a number of the young gen- 
tlemen of the neighborhood, who very kindly 
volunteered their services, and added much to 
the interest of the occasion. 

The coneourse of citizens was large both 
days, displaying a great deal of beauty and gal- 
lantry. Good order and proper decorum was 
observed by all, thereby establishing a cluim to 
intelligence and good breeding which will not 
be disputed, I am sure, by any person who was 
present to witness it. 

A sort of voluntary pic nic was served up each 
day, without any preconcerted arrangement, 
and which passed off very pleasantly, supplying, 
I believe, the wants of all, and preparing them 
for the afternoon sessions, which were witness- 
ed with interest by all whe could obtain admis- 
sion into the house. 

I wish I could do justice to the young ladics 
composing the various classes; suffice it to say, 
that the Algebra class was regarded as meriting 
particular credit for the very rapid progress 
they had made in that important branch of 
study. 

The classes in History, Philosophy and Chem- 
istry, I am confident, came fully up to the most 
sanguine anticipations of the friends and patrons 
of the Institution. And also the little misses, 
formed into a class, and instructed in Peter Par- 
ley’s Geograpby for beginners, had made re- 
markable progress, for children of their age, in 
the very short time which had been devoted 
to it. 

The exhibitions of Needle work and Paint- 
ing which ornamented the walls of the sehool 
room, bore ample testimony to the ability of the 
head, and the industry of the young ladies, in 
that department ; many of the specimens ex- 
hibiting superior skill and taste. 

The performances on the Piano, when we 
consider that a number of the class had been 
taking lessons only a part of the session, were, I 
think, entitled to great praise. ‘There was ex- 
hibited between thirty and forty specimens of 
penmanship, being the copy books of that num-| 
ber of pupils, which showed a very satisfactory 
progress in that most valuable part of female 


The pieces of Composition were well prepared 
and very well read, exhibiting a dignity in 
thought atid in action, worthy of all praise«— 
But the performance ‘of a nuitiber of little girls, 
none exceeding eight years of ags, with great 
uniformityin general appearance and dress, 
who formed a line upon the stage and sung ag- 
vernal songs, witha correctness in tithe and tone 
of voice that would have been very creditable 
to young ladies of twice their age, produced a 
deep impression upon the large and attentive 
audience present, and afforded of itself the evi- 
dence that the Principal of Bascomville Female 
Seminary, has no superior as a disciplinarian. 


The moral, mental and physical welfare of all 
who are committed to the care of Miss Bigelow 
receives a most assidtous attention, and the ex- 
periment of building up a Female School of a 
high order at Bascomville has been entirely suc- 
cessful, and its character for usefulness fully es- 
tablished, and its permanency, and ability to 
satisfy the largest desire of its friends aad pa- 
trons, is no longer problematical.

C. D. Metton,: Ese.—Dear Sir: As this 
appears to be the age of Rail Roads,—built 
not as heretofore upon paper, and in the offi- 
ces of engineers—but really, practically, and 
substantially, over plains, mountains and rivers, 
[ would ask leave in your paper to make a few 
suggestions in reference to a route to connect 
us with the west, which I deem incumparably 
more advantageous to us as a fraction of the 
State, and to the State at large, than the muck 
talked of Rabun Gap Road. Ido not wish 
to be understood as underrating that route.—On 
the contrary, I believe, that should the road 
ever be constructed—and I do not entertain the 
shadow of a doubt of its speedy completion, the 
advantages springing from it will be greater by 
far, than the most enthusiastic can now con- 
template. But I wish to direct attention to a 
Route, leading from Charlotte, or some point 
from our road, or the N.C. Central Road, up 
the valley of the Catawba, crossing the Blue 
Ridge, opposite the head waters of the Nola. 
chucky.—By this route, all the western counties 
of North Carolina and Western Virginia, and 
East Tennessee, or the greater part of them are 
brought into its operation. A road on this Tine 
would include in its advantages the Salt Springs 
of Virginia, the extensive beds of gypsum or 
plaster. and the coal fields of Kentucky. It is 
the nearest route, and passes over a country, 
whose valleys are unsurpassed for fertility, and 
the broken or mountainous portions affording 
water power for manufacturing purposes un- 
equalled in any portion of our common country, 
whether viewed as to abundance, or cheapness. 


A road on this line, would affurd an easy and 
expeditious transit from the sea coast to the 
celebrated watering places in Virginia, and in a 
commercial point of calculation, would carry 
more trade to Charleston, than all the other 
Rail Roads together. I have not leisure, or the 
ability to discuss this matter as it deserves. My 
present purpose is merely to “ break ground,” 
and such are the many plain sterling advanta- 
ges standing in bold relief, that I hope it will 
elicit pens, which have the time and talent to 
do it justice.

Mortitatep Bank Bitts.—A case of some 
interest was tried in the Circuit Court of Mobite 
a few dayssince. It was brought by A. W. 
Marsh, to recover from the Bank of Mobile the 
value of one of its $20 mutilated bills, which 
had come into the possession of Mr. Marsh in 
the regular course of his business. The bill was 
composed of two parts, pasted together, which 
were less in length by seven-eighths than the 
original. The name of the Cashier, was in full 
on one part of the bill, and the name of the 
President, with the exception of his initials, on 
the other part. It was conceded that the owner 
received it in due course of trade, and when ex- 
hibited in Court, was ‘n the same condition as 
when it came into his hands. The late teller of the 
Bank testifies, that at the time the bill was pre- 
sented to the Bank, several bille of a like charac- 
ter had also been offered, and that the Bank. in 
paying them, had been in the habit of dedacting 
frum them in rtion as their value was de- 
creased by curtellanbat The witness exhibited 
six cut notes of the Bank, and explained how 
the seventh was made out of that number, and 
that it was his belief that the bill in question 
was cut with a fraudulent design upon the Bank. 
The Court, in accordance with the above testi- 
mony, ruled that the owner was not entitled to 
anything—-in other words, the bill was valueless. 
An appeal has been taken to a higher tribunal.

As I have 
previously remarked, I now repeat, this crop 
must be worked rapidly and thoroughly. * It 
will not do to let the young corn stop grow- 
ing, or the stalk ever beeome hard. Jt must 
be pushed from the beginning, and if ample 
justice has not been done in the earlier work- 
ings, it is in vain to hope by later workings, 
to reclaim and make good a corn crop which 
has been permitted to suffer in the earlier 
part of theseason. My motto is, begin early, 
work often, and lay by soon. The roots of 
corn grow up upon the stalk, and are all 
the while seeking the surface—hence the 
necessily «f adding moie earth. 

At the last working, if 1 wanted to make 
the crop perfect, I would pass over with the 
hoes after the plows, clean out every thing, 
pull off suckers, straighten up the bent stalks, 
and draw some moré earth around the root 
of the corn, giving greater protection against 
the seorching heat of the sun, and retaining 
moisture longer about the root. My opinion 
is, if proper attention has been given in throw- 
ing dirt to the stalk in former workings, that 
not a great deal remains to be done in that 
way at the laying by. : 

It remains now for something to be said 
about distanees of rows, number of stalks, 
hill and drill corn, &c. Taking the com- 
mon lands of our country for my basis, and 
it is perhaps best, in a treatise of this sort, 
to select a medium grade. I would give my 
preference to hill corn, rather than drilled, 
and to one stalk in preference to two, in the 
hill. F would have the hills four and a half 
feet one way and three and a half the other, 
and leave one stalk in each hill. The first 
plowing should be the narrow way, the two 
last the wide way of the rows. My objection 
to drill corn, is founded mainly in the difficul- 
ty in getting the stand uniform in the dis- 
tance of the stalks from each other, and I 
think it requires a little more labor in its cul. 
tivaton. My objections to the two stalks in 
the hifl are, that the one stalk is better fed 
and sustained when standing alone, than two 
would be thrown together to seek their sup- 
plies from the same space of earth; that con. 
sequently more vigor will be imparted to one 
than could ve to the two; that in time of 
drought the two will suffer more than the one; 
that the two stalked corn eannot be so con- 
veniently worked either with the plow or 
hoe, and will not produce such large ears. 
I admit that there may be frequently, perhaps 
generally more in number, but the ears of 
the one stalk will be uniformly larger, the 
yield as great, and the quality of the corn 
better. On river bottoms, where the Iands 
are richer, more staks may be crowded upon 
the lands ; more and different workings may 
be required ; and of course the plan should |. 
be so varied as to suit the circumstances of 
each case. 

It will be borne in mind that my theory 
is made out to suit the medium average 
lands of the country. In the close, 1 would 
remark that I have written for practical men, 
have presented facts, rather than scientific 
theories, andifthere is any merit in my 
thoughts, the plan is easy of comprehension 
and adoption by the great body of planters. 
In the selection of seed,I have only to add, 
that I like that corn whieh has least cob and 
most grain, and would select those ears 
which have deep, long grains. I have no 
doubt that much improvement may be made 
by a judicious selection of the seed for corn 


ears where two may be found on the same 
stalk, and where the ears are large, well 
matured, and well filled.

If the following amusing circumstance had 
been narrated in the pages of the veracious 
historian, Diedrich Knickerbocker, it would 
have been set down to the credit of a fertile 
fancy on the part of that illustrious historian, 
rather than believed as a fact.
